Experts In Oxygen Helmets With 
Oxygen Tsnke Feught Their Way 
Down Shaft, But Did Not Reach Any 
of the Miner*—Company May Bo 
Blamed For Disseter. 


Cherry, 111., Nov. 16.—Three hun­ 
dred sod eighty-four men are prob­ 
ably dead In the mine of the St. Paul 
Coal company here, where they were 
trapped by fire Saturday afternoon. 
All efforts to rescue them have to far 
failed. Not a sign of life has been re­ 
ceived from the im prisoned men. 
Fire which gutted the two shafts 
has been smothered, but it Is feared 
that the meu’e livea have been enuffed 
out by that effort to save them from 
being roasted alive. 
Mine experts 
in oxygen helm ets 
have made five trips down In the air- 
shaft. They reached the second vein 
level, but not one of the miners has 
been reached. 
The helmeted men, with electric 
lanterns, 
and 
with 
oxygen 
tanks 
strapped on their backs, fought their 
way down the airshaft. Dense amoke 
still poured from the shaft when they 
entered.

Accept a Reductien af Wage#—Wark* 
man Will Oppaaa Cut, Claiming It 
Meana Abject Poverty. 


Pittsburg, Nov. ll. — Although the 
working agreement between the bitu­ 
minous coal operators and the United 
Mine Workers of America does sot ex­ 
pire until next April, the operator! 
are already making preparations to 
force an issue upon the miners that 
may result In another great national 
conflict, in which the miners assert 
260.000 miners will Join. 
The Association of Bituminous Coal 
Operators in Central Pennsylvania has 
held several quiet meetings aad dis­ 
cussed matters that are creating con­ 
siderable uneasiness la the minora’ 
camp. 
It has leaked cut thai many Inde­ 
pendent operators have attended these 
sessions, and every effort Is being 
made to strengthen the association to 
inaugurate a combined movement to 
reduce wages next spring. 
The operators claim that there ta aa 
insufficient margin of profit for them 
at the present market price of coal, 
for which they are compelled to pay 
64 cents a ton for mining, and they 
demand that the miners accept a “rea­ 
sonable” reduction, without having 
agreed among themselves upon the 
proposed cut 
On their part the miners are reso­ 
lutely setting their faces against any 
reduction in wages. They claim that 
owing to th** slackness of work aad 
present low wages they are barely 
able to make a living for themselves 
and families, and that they will go t* 
the finish before they permit them­ 
selves to be pressed over the border 
line snd Into starvation aad abject 
poverty.

It has been said th at only IO per 
cent of the roads in the en*Lo United 
States are the main traveled highways. 
The other PO per cent are the common, 
everyday couutry dirt roads. 
In the 
ordinary discussion regarding road im­ 
provement our thoughts aud energies 
so frequently lead us to the discussion 
if macadamized roads, jgick, stone and 
jib er sjKSdaily cousttu ted roadbeds 
that the vast m ajority of our d irt roads 
tire I*est sight of. We talk ubout neces­ 
sity fur road rollers and road scrai**rs. 
rock crushers and various other es­ 
sential rondinaking devices, and then 
when we figure out the cost of sn Ii 
roads at from $3,000 to $15,000 per 
mile we oftentim es wonder l^ v many 
generations it will take for our dirt 
roads to be adequately maintained, ac­ 
cording to the best systems. 
Because 
of ti » utter hopelessness of getting 
macadamized or other expensive im­ 
proved road* in his locality In Mis­ 
souri a man named D. W ard King 
built a drag out of a log split in half 
some thirteen years ago, and after 
every rain. while the mud was soft. 
he drove up aud down the road la front 
of ids farm fur hnif a mile, pulling 
the drat; at an angle of forty five de­ 
gree*. 
Such marvelous Improvement 
resulted from the use of this primitive 
device that scientific Investigation by 
r»*ad engineers has been instigated, and 
the m atter has now passed lieyond the 
exj*oriini*ntal or guesswork stage. 
The bo per cent of our dirt roads in 
the United States, properly dragged 
after a rain, can be made almost as 
satisfactory during the greater part 
of the year as extensively hard sur­ 
faced highways and at a ridiculously 
small cost {st mile, carrying from $5 
to Slob. 
In the light of tile Impossi­ 
bility of macadamizing all our 2,000,- 
000 miles of roads in the United States 
In one generation or even In any lim 
ired period of time. and in the light of 
the effective and Immediate results 
obtained from dragging the highways, 
the study of rills method can be fol­ 
lowed with much profit. 
First of all. dragging a road when 
muddy fibs In the ruts, closes up un­ 
even spacer 
i d makes a smooth sur­ 
face. 
Of «curse traffic over such a 
road will immediately proceed to cut 
it up again. 
H ow ever as the dragging 
is persisted In ami the mud is worked 
into a claye;-like mass and becomes 
dry it likewise bec*mu** hard. Eventu­ 
ally the top of the road presents a re­ 
sistant. shell like cake of touch mud 
as hard as unburnt brick. 
After a time it will be noticed that 
a road that has been dragged will be­ 
come dry much soon er than neglected 
stretches of road in the same neigh 
borbood. The more attention given to 
dragging a r»*nd the quicker will it dry 
out ahead of Its neighbors. Eventually 
after several years of persistent drag­ 
ging tho mud shell on the surface of 
such a road will become so hard that 
even after a cloudburst of rain a pick 
will with d i f f i c u l t y l*e made to pene­ 
trate the surface for over two Inches. 
By the skilled use of the drag the 
road can be made high In the middle. 
Til# average neglected country road is 
usually boite w in the middle aud after 
a rain bn* stuall lake* aud pool* stand­ 
ing over its surface, sometime* for 
many 
days 
and 
weeks. 
But 
the 
dragged road. having such a crown, 
sheds water into the side gutters. 
The-* f.*vts to the uninitiated or 
skeptical 
may 
on 
first 
Impression 
seem farfct* 5* J ,*r exaggerated, but 
they are fie is n ~*d on the experience 
•>f reputable men from Missouri to 
New York -'ate who have !>een drag 
ging the country dirt roads after ev­ 
ery rain 
Tile roads today In many sections of 
he United Stab** are no better than 
hey were fifty years ago. even with 
e labor and money that have been 
extend**! upon them. 
In some locali­ 
ties almost the entire amount of the 
tax I* expended in temporary work. 
while nothing is spent for permanent 
improvement, with the result that con 
dltions remain unchanged. The sooner 
we can get a system of road dragging 
inaugurated in every community the 
sooner will we have the 90 i**r cent 
of our neglected dirt roads adequately 
and permanently improved throughout 
the greater part of the year In the 
United 
States. — Donald
